This  bulletin  is  primarily  to  provide  producers 
who  are  not  members  of  cooperative  associ- 
ations with  market  information  in  accordance 
with  § 1039.  74  of  the  Milwaukee  Wisconsin 
marketing  order,  § 1045.  75  of  the  Northeast- 
ern Wisconsin  marketing  order,  and  § 1051.  77 
of  the  Madison  Wisconsin  marketing  order. 


Wisconsin  Orders  Amended,  from  page  1 

1.  Paying  his  own  dairy  farmers  based  on  his 
uses  at  order  classification  and  prices. 

2.  Offsetting  in  area  sales  by  purchases  from 
a marketwide  pool. 

3.  Paying  into  the  pool  for  his  sales  in  the 
marketing  area  at  the  difference  between  Class  I 
and  blend  prices. 

Unregulated  milk  received  at  any  order  pool 
plant  will  be  prorated  to  the  handler's  uses  as 
long  as  this  results  in  80  percent  for  Class  I.  In 
the  market  pools,  payment  into  the  pool  is  com- 
puted on  the  Class  I milk  at  the  difference  be- 
tween Class  I and  blend  prices.  Unregulated 
milk  from  producer-handlers,  non -grade  A sources, 
reconstituted  products  and  unregulated  milk  for 
manufacturing,  will  be  assigned  to  Class  II  as 
far  as  possible. 

Interorder  bulk  milk  will  be  assigned  to  Class 
II  if  both  buyer  and  seller  agree.  If  not,  such 
bulk  milk  will  be  assigned  the  percentage  of 
average  Class  II  use  in  the  receiving  market,  or 
the  receiving  handler,  whichever  is  higher.  If 
such  assignment  exceeds  Class  II  use  by  the  re- 
ceiving handler  the  excess  will  be  assigned  to 
Class  I. 

Route  dispositions  to  other  order  marketing 
areas  will  have  no  regulation  in  the  receiving 
market  but  for  products  passing  through  a regu- 
lated plant  of  the  other  market.  98  percent  will 
be  classified  in  Class  I and  2 percent  in  Class  II. 
This  represents  an  allowance  for  route  returns 
and  shrinkage. 

Copies  of  the  final  orders  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Market  Administrator. 


BASE  MAKING  PERIODS  BEGIN 

Producers  for  the  Milwaukee  market  start 
building  their  1965  bases  with  deliveries  received 
by  handlers'  plants  beginning  August  1,  1964. 

Total  deliveries  during  the  period  August  1 
through  November  30,  will  be  divided  by  the 
number  of  days  of  production  represented  in  the 
pounds  delivered,  to  arrive  at  the  new  bases.  A 
base  cannot  be  established  if  deliveries  are  for 
less  than  75  days. 

Madison  producers'  base  making  period  begins 
September  1,  and  extends  through  November  30, 
with  a minimum  of  60  days  for  establishing  a 
base.
